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Last Office Action stated that the step of "receiving a scroll initiate events" Is 
inherently included by Kelly et ah, US Patent #6,738,084 (Office Action mailed 
February 10, 2005, p. 3, last line). 

Applicant agrees that Kelley's teaching inherently includes receiving a scroll 
initiate event. The same obviously applies to the present invention. Therefore, the 
step of "receiving a scroll initiate event" in former claim 27 is redundant and can be 
deleted without adding a new subject matter or broadening the scope of the
